Xenakis's 
music features close connections with Ancient Greece, mathematics 
and architecture.

Psappha (1976) is a dedication to the Greek poetess, Sappho, who 
introduced changes or metabolae in poetic and semantic rhythmic 
patterns. Xenakis wrote: "It is a purely rhythmical composition; which 
means that colour is. used only to render more clearly the 
polyrhythmic construction. The instruments used are entirely 
untuned, and are basically divided into two categories: skin and wood 
on the one hand and metal on the other - not tam-tams, but rough 
metal such as railway lines and pieces of iron...| want something
